BASIC METHODS OF TREATING CATARRHAL 
TROUBLES 

The permanent cure of catarrhal troubles takes 
some time and persistence, yet what seems to be the 
longest cure is really the shortest because it throws 
aside the non-essentials and really settles down to 
the important question of correcting the cause of 
catarrh. The length of time that a cure will take, 
of course, varies with different people; however, 
most casés can be greatly improved in from three 
to six weeks. Most patients with chronic catarrh 
have spent several months, or even years, trying to
